against aro so serious as to affect materi- 
ally n at only the revenue of tho govern- 
ment but tho estimation in which tho law 
will bo held by tho people. 
Under tho 


.decision to be handed down by rhocouit 
probably next Monday, all the Incomes 
derived from rents and from tho state and 
municipal bonds aro exempted from tho 
operation of this tax. 
In other respects 


tho law is sustained but tho result of » 
consultation of the members of tho court 
shows very conclusively that the law ran 
easily bo picked to pieces piecemeal provi- 
ded suits .'.re brought to contest each par- 
ticular point as it comes up. It is a curi- 
ous fact that this law passed at tho dicta- 
tion of the Populist wing of the Demo 
cratic congress h;is been distorted by de- 
cisions of the supremo court on constitu- 
tional grounds in such a way that it will 
absolutely protect tho class of capitalists 
most ollensivo to tho Populisticelement.

turbed the nion of letters in tho progress 
of his studies. 
It was In prison that Boethius composed 


his excellent book on tho "Consolations 
of Philosophy," and Grothis wroto his 
"Commentary on St. Matthew" during 
his confinement. 


While In tho dungeon of a monastery in 


Portugal, Buchanan composed his excel- 
lent "Paraphrases on tho Psalms of Da- 
vid." 
"Flota," o well known nnd excellent 


law production, was written by n man 
confined In un English prison for life. His 
name, howavcr, was not preserved. 


During his confinement for flvo years 


on account nt some state troubles Pelisson 
pursued with urdor his studies in tho 
Greek language and produced several good 
compositions. 
Tho best and most agreeable book in 


tho Spanish language was composed by 
Michael Cervantes during his captivity in 
Barbafy. 
When Louis XII was Duko of Orleans 


ho was taken prisoner at tho battle of St. 
Aubin and 
confined in tho tower oC 


Bourses. Whilo there ho applied himself 
to his neglected studies, with the result 
that ho subsequently bccamo an able and 
enlightened monarch. 


Margaret, quucn ot Henry TV, king of 


France, while confined in the Louvre, 
warmly pursued the studies ot elegant lit- 
erature and composed a very skillful npol- 


'charcoal, but it Is now turned out on a 
considerable scale by beating a mixture of 
dry lime and coal dust In an electric fur-, 
nace.: In other words,1 an immense'cloo- 
.trlc current, such ns is used in thoproduo- 
tion of aluminium, .for example1, Is passed 
through the mixture, whereupon a part 
of tho carbon takes the oxygen from tho 
lime and carries it off as carbon monoxide 
gas, while another port of tho carbon coin- 
bines with the calcium thus sot free.

The noteworthy foaturo 


of tho now compound, which is of n green- 
ish gray color and somewhat roi;ombles tho 
mineral serpentine, is that, on contact 
with water, it develops acetylene, tho 
hydrogen ot the water combining with tho 
carbon to form this gas, while the oiygen 
of tlio water forms lime by combination 
with the calcium. 
From Information kindly given by Dr. 


Henry Morton of Stevens institute it ap- 
pears that tho calcium carbide is claimed 
to bo obtainable nt a cost of £3 or £4 a 
ton. 
If this bo so, the compound would 


premise well 'as a source of illuminating 
gas, sinco acetylene gas bums with a very 
luminous flame. In a country 'house, for 
example, it would bo necessary only to 
have a closed vessel, charged with tho cal- 
cium carbide and provided with on auto- 
matic stopcock, which would allow water 
to flow iu ns required. Then, the piping 
ot tho houso being connected with tho 
closed vessel, and with a small gas holder 
to rcgulnto pressure, tho light supply 
would bo complete nnd automatic. 
A 


piece ot carbide ot calcium may bo held in 
tho hand ami sprinkled with a few drops 
of water. A gas will then bo developed 
which inciy bo lighted with a match and 
will continue to burn as long as n few 
drops of water aro sprinkled on tho sub- 
stance from time to time.—Cassier's Mag- 
azine,
